Senecal, 
supeintendent of the printing bureau, said 
he purchased from Miller & Richard, Toron- 
to, 66,000 worth of plant, and admitted 
vetting cash payments from their agenc, 
Patterson, but could not remember the 
amounts. He also admitted getting pey- 
nients from the Johnston, Toronto type 
foundry and the Polson iroa works, but 
denied getting anything from the Dominion 
type foundry of Montreal. Senecal has been 
suspended, Bronskill has been dismissed. 
Ottawa, Auguet 21. 
John Inglis, Lord Justice general of Scot- 
land is dead, 
Boodler Arnoldi, mechanical superintend- 
ent of public works,has been distnissed. 


On Thursday Amyot moved censure on the 
government because of the Kingston graving 
dock irregularities.
